“Ts there a real necessity for a de- 
cision in this union terminal matter 
in the very near future?” queried the | 
commission’s president, E. O. Edger- 
ton, addressing the railroad official. 

“Not at all,” replied Shoup. 

“Is there a necessity for a quick

tions?” 

“Yes.” ST 

“Is a union depot necessary now cr 
will it soon be?” 

“Do you include the Santa Fe?” 
countered Shoup.

HEADLIGHT LAW UPHELD BY SU- 
PREME COURT 

The Supreme Court of California 
has just unanimously decided in fa- 
vor of the validity and legality of the 
‘Motor Vehicle Act regulating auto- 
mobile headlights, in the application 
of Lee H. Hinkelman for a writ of 
habeas corpus, brought in that. court 
last month. The decision is sweep- 
ing and conclusive. Every regulation 
and requirement of the act is upheld 
as to the right of the ‘state te ‘estab- 
lish the office of the testing agency, 
and the right of the testing agency 
to determine whether or not a light 
complies with the rule lajd down in 
the act. 

This decision will be received with 
genuine satisfaction by every one. As 
no definite and concrete review of 
the act had up to this decision been 
had-from the supreme court, the pro-

A “Burning Well.”
